A BOMBSHELL 


Explodes Very Loudly in 
Police Board Circles 
To-Day. 


Mayor Francis Says Judge 
Noonan is Protecting 
Criminals, 


And That the Public Will Not Endare Sach 
Conduct Much Longer—The Mayor, as 
Chairman of the Police Board, Replies 
to Judge Neonan’s Attack on the Force 
in Vigorous English—Chief Huebler De- 
clares That Noonan’s Opinion of the 
Police Is Little Better Than the Depart. 
ment’s Opinion of Noonan—Other Po- 
licemen Talk—Judge Noonan Has Some- 
thing to Say—A Sensation in Police Cir 
cles. 


Judge Noonan’s statement while on the 
bench yesterday that the police had been 
guilty of corruption, which was printed in the 
POsT- DISPATCH, naturally created a sensation 
in the Department. The Judge had discharged a * 
lottery vender, claiming that the 
case bristled with perjury, and he 
gave notice to the Police Department 
that every case brought into the court by the 
officers who had worked up the lottery- vender 
case would be nolle prossed, and the 
Prosecuting Attorney was instructed to bear 
thatin mind. The Judge said he knew of 
$20 bills being distributed to secure convice- 
tions, and he would have no more ofit. These 
utterances have been much talked about, and 
this morning the following interviews were 
obtained from officials on the subject:. 

MAYOR FRANCIS TALKS FORCIBLY. 

When Mayor Francis was calied upon in 
regard to Judge Noonan’s remarks yester- 
day, he wasin deep consultation with Chief 
of Police Huebler, evidently on the subject of 
Judge Noonan, as a last night’s Post- 
DISYATCH was called for, which luckily the 
reporter was able to furnish. As soon as the 
Mayor had finished his interview with the 
Chief hé@ was questioned in regard to his 
opinion. He hesitated for some seconds be- 
fore answering, bnt finally decided to talk. 
Saidhe: ‘‘Ilsaw Judge Noonan’s statements 
and I was shocked to think that a man on the 
bench would express such an opinion about 
the Police Department, which | knowis as 
efficient as it possibly can be, and which 
is making strenuous efforts all the 
time to suppress lottery gambling and all 
lawlessness. Judge Noon has made @ 
sweeping statement about the Police Depart- 
ment which a man in bis position should have 
good evidence for before attempting its utter- 
anee, in justice to those men whose 
integrity and veracity he questions. He 
should go before the Police Board an testify 
to what he knows derogatory to the members 
of the department, if he knows anything. If 
not, he is doing those men a very great injus- 
tice and gross wrong. Iam perfectly willing 
to prefer charges against any member of the 
department if Judge Noonan will testify thas 
they have ever sworn in his or any other court 
to what they knew to be false. He ought 
not to make as broad a statement? 
as that without being able to 
substantiate it. No one can question the mo- 
tives of the Police Board, and I do not ques- 
tion the motives of any member of the depart- 
ment. If there is any member who is not do- 
ing right the Board wants to know 
it and ought to know it. The 
Sunday-law saloon cases Judge Noonan 
threw out of court because evidence given by 
the police alone was introduced. Now that 
the testimony is gotten through outside peo- 
ple, he says the police have to get the éyi- 
dence of the witnesses themselves. What is 
to be done with a man in a position like that? 

‘‘lseay any man who is an officer of the law 
and who knows where the police officers 
are derelict, ought to prefer charges 
against them. if he cannot subdstan- 
tiate the statements he has made he 
does the police a very great injustice, 
and he abuses the position he holds. You 
won't find inthe United States anywhere a 
police department where the discipline is as 
strict or the force as efficient as in this 
and | believe that every mem ber ofthe der 
ment is faithful. But the way Jt 
Noonan acts is discouraging and dishe 
ing tothem. Hetellsthem at one time #iiy 
must do this way and at another another "7 
There is no antagonism so far as I amedne 
cerned between Judge Noonan and mgee 
but | believe that when he makes a state 
of this kind he ought to substantiate it. 

‘‘It seems to me that Judge Noonan” 
sire and effort is to protect the brealt 
the law and sooner or later the 
of the community will become so 
that they will no longer en- 
dure it. This is only one of many 
instances in which he has treated members of 
the Police Department in a manner which was 
not only calculated to destroy their usefulness 
but which was unjust to them and reflected no . 
credit on him, as they are helpless to resents 
his insuits.’’ 


After the Mayor, who is ex-officio President 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, the 
next gentlemen seen was 

VICE-PRESIDENT BLAIR. 

Vice-President Jas. L. Biair of the Board of 
Police Commissioners was asked to-day whats 
answer be could make for the Department to 
the charges of perjury and dishonesty made 
by Judge Noonan trom the bench re 
against the police force. He said: *‘I don 
desire to enter into a controversy with Judge 
Noonan. I have confidence in the officers 
who have eharge of these cases, and 
that the public understands the facts, 
citizen wishing to find who ts honest and 
is dishonest can doso by consulting the ree 
ords of the court.’’ 

POLICE COMMISSIONER WILKERSON 
said: ‘‘ldon't think Jadge Noonan’s 
ment needs any wer. it is ridiculous

patronized by the worst class of our popula- 
tion, these are the only witnesses that can be 
obtained for the cases. 

‘*The effect of this kind of thing is very dis- 
couraging tothe Police Department. Nearly 
all of these cases brought before Judge 
Noonan are thrown out of court, and it will 
come to a point where police officers will neg- 
lect to make arrests, because they know that 
their efforts to enforce the law will be useless. 
Ithink a large proportion of all the cases 
brought into this court by the police are 
thrown out. Look at the sunday iaw cases, 
how they have been disposed of. We were 
simply trying to enforce the laws enacted by 
the Legisiature. Asfar as I am concerned, 
and ithink itis so with the Board, even if we 
had the power, Idon’tthink’we would enact 
those laws, but after the Legislature made 
so laws it was our sworn duty to enforce 

em. 

‘If don’t think there Is any good ground for 
the remarks made by Judge Noonan, and I 
don’t think that in the minds of the public 
they need any reply. I have been told that in 
the Schnuaider case, which bas gone to the 
Supreme Court, Judge Noonan says that he 
does not care what the decision will be, as he 
Can use his own judgment in all other cases.’’ 


WHAT THE POLICE HAVE TO SAY. 
The rank and file of the police are as mad as 


hornets at what they think is an unjust attack 


on all of them. 

Detectives Moberly and Kelly are the two 
officers to whom the Court particularly re- 
ferred. They have been in charge of the sup- 
pression of gambling and lottery for a long 
time. This morning Officer Moberly, speak- 
ing of the matter, said: ‘‘Warren Washing- 
ton isthe man whom the Court refers toas 
having received $22. He received it at differ- 
ent timestromthe middle of April up tothe 
time of the trial, recently, when Washington 
made this admission.

POLICE-SERGT. KEEDY, 
the Chief's Secretary, remarked: ‘‘If these 
people have been committing perjury in these 
cases why are they not indicted by the Grand- 
jury? That is what should be done with 
them. 
CHIEF OF DETECTIVES O’NEIL. 

**I don’t care to discuss the matter,’’ was 
the remark of Chief of Detectives O’Neil, 
when guestioned about the matter. iIfIbe- 
lieved that Moberly and Kelly bad been get- 
ting people to commit perjury, I would cer- 
tainly have had-‘them before the Board long 
ago. lhave every confidence in the men,’’ 

JUDGE NOONAN TALKS. . 

Foralong time the relations between Judge 
Noonan and the Police Department have been 
strained. The tension bas finally broken, and 
they are now at war, Judge Noonan’s re- 
marks of yesterday did it. ’Tis true the 
police do not express themselves as freely as 
they might, but Judge Noonan has no hesi- 
tancy in talking, and says that he does not 
care what the police say. 

‘*‘I have no fears whatever of them,’’ said 
he, ‘‘unless they turn loose on me those 
Gatling guns inthecellar. They endeavor to 
convey the impression that I am protecting 
gambiers, crooks andthugs. No judge inthe 
State hus done more to stop professional gam- 
blingthan I ltave. I think I am the only 
judge in Missouri who has held that the keep- 
ing of a poker-room comes under the Johnson 
lawand is a’felony. This I did sometime 
ago, and bound the man over for 
the Grand-jury. I have no doubt but that 
there is lottery goingon in these alleys and 
places, but I must have good, clear 
which to convict. The testimony that has 
been offered by the police in most of these 
lottery cases is of the very worst kind. They 
have brought negroes here from the slumsof 
Clabber Alley, whom scarcely 
would believe under oath. In 
instances these witnesses have admitted on 


-the stand having sérved terms in prisons. In 


one case a witness, after claiming he had only 
received 10 cents with 
lottery ticket, afterward admitted, when asked 
by the defense 6n Cross-examination if he 
had not received $22 from the police, that 
he had. He said he had divided It with three 
or four others. Now, I don’t propose to con- 
vict people on‘this kind of testimony. There 
isan old maxim, and a good one, that itis 
better that ten guilty men should go un- 
punished than that one innocent man 
should be ‘punished.

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PRZSIDENT CLEVELAND AND PARTY AT 
MONTGOMERY, ALA. 


A Grand Military Review—The Reception— 
A Beautiful Gift to Mrs. Cleveland—The 
President’s Speech—Crowds Honoring 
the Distinguished Visitors~The New Or- 
leans Invitation Declined. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., October 20.—After a 
good night’s rest on the special train the Pres- 
idential tourists arrived here at 8 o’clock this 
morning. There were the usual large crowds 
in waiting, but the strictest order prevailed, 
Commerce street, from the station to the ho- 
tel, nearly a half-mile away, was lined by 
troops on each side who kept a wide ave- 
nue open from curb tocurb. Gov. Seay, 
Mayor Reese and Col. Newman, Pres- 
ident of the State Agricultural Society, 
who composed a_ reception committee, 
were within the lines, and conducted the 
gu@sts at once to their carriages and then to 
the hotel. The manner of the reception made 
an exceedingly favorable impression upon the 
minds of the President and all his companions. 
At the hotel Senator Pugh, Senator Morgan, 
the members of the Governor’s staff, the Pres- 
ident of the Senate, the Speaker of the House, 
ex-Gov. O'Neil, Congressman Davidson anda 
number of ladies greeted the city’s guests in 
the hotel parlors, where a half-hour was 
spent in making or renewing acguaint- 
The Presidential party break- 

the hotel with Gov. and Mrs. 
Newman, Mayor Reese 
ex-Gov. O'Neil; Senator Mor- 
gan, Senator Pugh and a few others, after 
which they revewed the troops from the bal- 
cony of the hotel. There were about a thou- 
sand men in the column, including a troop of 
cavalry and a battery of artillery. 

The President has received a telegram from 
the Mayor of New Orleans, stating that a com- 
mittee is on the way to ask that the trip be ex- 
tended to that city. Col. Lamont has replied 
that the President's imperative engagements 
make compliance with the request impossible. 

A PRESENT TO MRS. CLEVELAND. 

After the review and before the party took 
carringes for aride about town, Mrs. Cleve- 
was the surprised recipient of a 
unique and beautiful souvenir. It is a 
jewel case in the form of ae bale of 
cotton, about eight inches in length and pro- 
portionate in depth and width. It is made of 
pure silver andisa very artistic production. 
Its sides are of oxidized silver representing 
the baguing of the bale, while trosted 
spots bear a striking resemblance’ to 
the snowy cotton bursting from 
its confinement. The plantation mark upon 
the end of the bale is ‘‘G. C., 1888,’" and the 
warehouse mark on its topis ‘‘F. F.C.’’ The 
inside of the cover bears an inscription: 

‘*‘Presented to Mrs. Grover Cleveland by the 
Mayor and City Council asa token of their re- 
yard, on the occasion of her yisit to Montgom- 
ery, Ala., October 20, 1887.’’ 

The presentation was made by Mayor Reese, 
in the name of the municipality. The 
ride through the beautiful city was 
tt most enjovable feature of the 
day’s demonstration. Public and private 
buildings were elaborately adorned and every- 
thing wore a gala appearance. 

The welcoming address was delivered by 
Gov. Seay, upon the arrival of the Presiden- 
tial party at the Fair Grounds.

THE SCHOOL DISTRICTS, 


Issue of the Next Election—Mr. O'Connell 
Denies Having Criticised the Judges. 


The criticism of the redistricting plan 
adopted bv the Cireuit Judges under the Dra- 
belle law providing for the election of School 
Directors, which was printed in the Post- 
DISPATCH y esterday, found avery considerable 
echo among German members of the Buard,. 
It is generally conceded thatthe issue in the 
election of directorsisto be ‘‘German or no 


German in the Public Schools.’’ The German 
element claim the study of the language 
should not be abandoned, out of regard 
for their feelings, on account of 
its educational value, and the need to have 
the lanvuage of their parents taught the chil- 
dren. The opposition set up as their prin- 
cipal argumentthe great expense of teach- 
ing German, which study they say is now 
erippling the schools in the prosecution of En- 
glisb studies. Hence a plan which distributes 
the Germans In such a mannerthatthe oppo- 
sition will have a majority in all the districts 
isrevyarded with disfavor. Mr. O'Connell's 
statements, quoted by Leo Rassieur in his in- 
terview in yesterday's paper, were then 
hailed with delight, as it was thought a dis- 
tinct and positive gain to the German party, 
But Mr. O'Connell denies that he has taken 
an attitude antagonistic to the planof the 
Circuit Judges. He suid to-day:

THE MISSING CHAPTER

IN THE SENSATIONAL SHOOTING OF BANKER 
RAWSON OF CHICAGO 


Bupplied by a St. Louis Gentleman Who Was 
One of the Principal Actors in the At- 
tempt to Murder Mrs. Rawson by Her 
Former Husband, Maj. Lee of Louis- 
fiana—The Full Details of the Occurrence, 
Which Is Now Cutting an Important 
Figure in the Case. 


In the telegraphic accounts of the shooting 
of Stephen W. Rawson, the Chicago million- 
alre banker, by his stepson, William Ralph 
Lee, at Chicago last Sunday, vague references 
have been madetoan attempt made by Mrs. 
Rawson’s former husband, Maj. Lee, to kill 
her and ‘‘a gentleman friend’’ by shooting 
into araillroad car on which she was riding. 
Just now the case promises a number of sen- 
gational developments, as both of the princi- 
pals have led anything but simple lives, 
and lawyers have been retained on both 
gidés. The circumstance above referred to 
has been related by Rawson’s lawyers witha 
suggestion that the very nature of the occur- 
rence showed its justification. Mrs. Rawson 
was the only witness at hand to refute the 
imputation. To-day a well-known gentleman 
of this city, while glancing over the graphic 
columns of the daily papers at one of the 
clubs discovered that he was ‘‘the nan’’ re- 
ferred to so suspiciously in the overhauling of 
private records. Speaking to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, he said: ‘‘I have 
just discovered that I can supply a 
missing chapter in this story. It is an inter- 
esting one, or atleast was to me during its 
enactment, Ihave no desire to figure ina 
case which seems to be full of sensational 
features, and will not disclose my identity any 
further than it was known at the time. The 
story of that attempt on Mrs. Rawson's life by 
herformer husband comes back to me very 
distinctly. I was on my way to New Orieans in 
1877 on business whicb necessitated my adop- 
tion of the name of L. Norton. Itraveledover 
the Illinois Central road, and was the only 
gentleman passenger in the sleeper. Among 
my fellow passengers was a Mrs. Hall, wife of 
a@ prominent Texas gentieman, and a Mrs. 
Bchwartz,a wealthy New Orleans lady. At 
Brookhaven, La., a lady boarded the train 
with two children and took her place in our 
car.

identified me as a New Orleans sporting man, 
who dealt bank at some number or _  an- 
other.

PLISH THAT DESIRARLE END. 


Why the City Is Bound to Secure the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention—The His- 
toric Gathering of 1876—First National 
Political Assembly West of the Missis- 
sippi—Chicago vs. St. lLouis—Work for 
Citizens—The Committee Must Decide 
for the Convention City.

The historic con- 
vention of 1876, when Tilden was nominated, 
is still being talked about by those who have 
a perennial interest in politics, and every one 
can tellthatthe convention was held in St. 
Louis. ‘*‘The Sst. Louis convention of 
1876,’’ ‘‘the St. Louis nominations,’’ 
‘‘the St. Louis platform,’’ are phrases 
as frequently used in political gatherings as 
the ifs, ands and buts of ordinary conversa- 
tion, It wasin 1876that for the first time in 
the history otf this country a national political 
convention was held west of the Missippi, and 
then the charm of successive Republican vic- 
tories was broken. The benefit to St. Louls 
and to the Democratic party was great.

that no human tribunal can be trusted to 
decide a question of guilt or innocence, or 
to doom fellow mortals to the penalties of 
hitman law. When sympathy for con- 
victs goes that far, it rebels against all 
law, all forms of social organization, and 
asks us to resolve society into chaos. 

Butitisnot alone the friends of the 
convicted Anarchists at Chicago who are 
doing this.. While they are denouncing 
the verdict of the Chicago jury and the 
unanimous decision of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court as the false and unjust 
products of an inflamed public sen-

BROKEN UP. 


The London Police Make Active War on 
the Mebs of Unemployed, 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, October 20.—The mob of alleged 
unemployed workingmen did not attempt to 
congregate in Trafalgar Square yesterday 
morning, but assembled to the number of 
several thousand in Hyde Park towards mid- 
day. Unsubdued by Tuesday’s treatment, 
they continued to manifesta riotous dispo- 
sition. After the conclusion of a meeting 
which they held in the neighborhood of the 
Marble Arch, the main body of the unem- 
ployed made its way through Grosvenor 
Gate into Park Lane. The mob numbered 
several thonsand, and directed its steps 
towards Berkeley Square. It was noticeable 
thatin South Audley street, through which 
they passed, several of the tradesmen, with 
ataste of the riots of last February still in 
their mouths, had closed’ their shops. 
The crowd marched quietly enough, though in 
masses, until they reached Berkeley 
Square. Hardly had they entered it when the 
mounted police, who were riding on either 
side of them, suddenly wheeled, around put 
spurs to their horses and charged the mob in- 
discriminately. The unorganized masses 
were panic-stricken by the utter recklessness 
of the helmeted riders, who were followed by 
a detachment of foot constables running 
along shouting and hitting with their fists and 
batons all whom they encountered. Many of 
the crowd intheir flight took refuge in the 
areas of the mansions in the square, but were 
quickly hauled up by the police and pushed 
along. Others stood up against the railings 
but were savagely ridden at by the police, who 
were evidently determined to break up the 
procession. One or two youths losing their 
heads, throu gh the desperate position in which 
they were placed—whether harmless citizens 
or not—attempted to climb over the railings 
into the inclosure of the square, but they were 
DRAGGED BACK MERCILESSLY,

GLOVER’S AMENDED ANSWER, 


The Congressman Again Pays His Respects 
te the Surveyor of the Port. 


The amended answer of Congressman John M, 
Glover to the Lancaster libel suit was filed this 
afternoon in Judge Seddon’s court. It covers 
44 folios and deals chiefly with matter pub- 
lished in the original answer. Mr.Glover states 
that honestly believing the truth of the 


matters contained in the writing complained 
of by the Surveyor of Customs and without 
malice or intention to injure him, but solely 
from a sense of public duty and for the 
honest purpose of preventing the appoint- 
ment of the plaintiffasa man unfit to 
trusted with 30 responsible 
office, he communicated those mat- 

ters to the United States Senate, 

to be there used confidentially in case of Lan- 

caster’s nomination for the Surveyorship. 

Mr. Glover states that he never gave the 
matter to “7 one except the President 
of the United States Senate, and he did not 
give publicity to the letter or communication 
forany other purpose in any other matter or - 
with any other intention. 

Mr. Glover then goes into the details al- 
ready published to show that he was justified 
inwriting a letter for the United States Senate 
Executive Session tothe effect that Lancaster 
attempted to levv and levied biackmail upon 
candidates for public office. The plaintiff's 
connection with the Big Muddy Iron Company 
is then set forth, and Mr. Glover admits that 
he stated in his letter to the United States 
Senate that the plaintiff, Lancaster, had 
betruyed a private trust and embezzled the 
money belonging to it. He ad- 
mits that he wrote, that he attempted to 
blackmail Hon. R. Graham “Frost by 
threatening that Frost would not carry @ cer- 
tain ward in one of his Congressional cam- 
paigns unless he paid the plaintiff $1,500.

THE DEXTER TRAGEDY. 


A Confession Expected From Cromwell— 
The Evidence Secured. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DispaTcn. 

DEXTER, Me., October 20.—There is a strong 
feeling that Cromwell, who is now in jail at 
Bangor, willconfess the whole story of the 
Dexter Bank robbery and murder of the treas- 
urer, Barron, as soon as he sees what evidence 
is produced against him at the hearing here 
on Saturday. Lawyer Crosby, the counsel for 
the prisoners, whom the bank people have as- 


, Signed to defend them, has been at Bangor 


arguing with Cromwell and assuring him that 


the prosecution has no case. If Cromwell 
confesses, he will place the whole burden of 
the crime on Stain. At the same time that 
Cromwell tells of the history of the 
Dexter business he will implicate Stain 
in the murder of the oid man Messenger, 
who was killed in atown just out of Boston, | 
about the same way that Treasurer Barron 
was. If this transpires, as it probably will, 
then the Massachusetts authorities will ask 
for Stain. If convicted of murder there ne 
can be hanwed, but if convicted of murder 
here he will be punished by imprisonment for 
life, Stain bas thouvht ovey all of these facts, 
and his constant terror apparently is that 
Cromwell will turn State’s informer and place 
within the grasp of the Massachusetts 
authorities. If this should happen, itis re- | 
ported that Stain has made up bis mind to 
piead guilty to the Barron murder and de- 
mand to be sentenced according to the law of 
Muine. This will save his neck and be the 
only sure way to avoid the gallows. While 
Stuin is ecvol and collected and obeys 
orders, Cromwell views his position in 
an entirely different way. He paces his cell 
all day long and has slept scarcely two hours 
at any time since his arrest, The mental tor- 
ture he has suffered already made him look 
worn and hagvard, and he seemsto have po 
appetite. His first hope was to be able to 
prove an alibi. Stain and he have for years 
been in the habit of keeping a diary and mak 
ing entries immediately after the date of any 
of their operations. Stain has told him thuat 
this was enough to clear him atany time and 
at first he took courage, But now bis lawyers 
have told him that be must produce some- 
thing more, and, If possible, the men he 
worked for must come on and testify at the 
trial. Cromwell kuows that this is hopeless 
and his spirits beve fallen. He is waiting for 
only one thing, and that Is to see 
whether John Harvey is produced as a witness 
ayvainst him at the hearing, and whether he 
has been confined as one of the suspicious 
persons seen in Dexter on the fatal Washing- 
ton's birthday ten years agu. Both of these 
things will be putin ev:'dence next Saturday. 
THE CONFESSION NOT WANTED. 

The Post-DISPATGH correspondent has seeu 
Attorney General ville D. Kaker and finds 
that all overtures to the prosecution looking 
towards confession willbe repulsed. If Crom- 
well persists in making a clean breast of 
everything, the Attorney-General will be 
pleased to hear it, but be will not allow Crom" 
well to escape the penalty of the law. Its only 
effect may be to secure clemency from the 
court, butin view of the bad record of the 
whole gang, little may be expected 
from ucdicial clemency. Attorney-Gen- 
eral taker stands at the head of 
criminal lawyers in Maine, and he will make a 
personal fight to secure the conviction of the 
prisoners. He has already interested himself 
in the matter and said to the PosT- DISPATCH 
reporter that there was already more than 
en ugh evidence to convict both men, He 
willinsist on trying them for the Dexter mur- 
der, and will not turn them over to the Massa- 
chusetts authorities on any account. The re- 
porter hus been busily engaged in the vielnity 
of Dexter for the past week looking up evi- 
dence and securing witnesses. Sheriff Mitch- 
ell hus been away in Mussachusetts and has 
left the whole burden of preparing the case in 
the hands of the reporter. 

Mr. kdward A. Noyes, Treasurer of the 
Portiand Savings Bank, and an old friend of 
Mr. Barron, said to *the reporter yesterday: 
‘- Thave seen with great Satisfaction the re- 
Vival of the discussion about the Barron case 
growing out of Stain’s confession. I hope the 
public wili bearin mind that even a failure to 
convict the nen implicated by it does not es- 
tublish the guiltof Mr. Barron. Not long be- 
fore his death Mr. Barron and I spent the 
greater part of twodaysin looking over the 
accounts and metheds of book- 
keeping, and at that time his conver- 
sation indicated a fondness for lis 
profession and a devotion to his bank which I 
cannot believe came [romamiun who was at 
that time adefuulter. He spoke of the life 
insurance policy which he had taken out to 
muke losses incurredin the bank in the in- 
vestment made in the European North 
American Railway, and his intention to keep 
the policy alive, so that at his death that error 
of the judgment mignt be atoned for. For 
what reason the officials of the bank should 
exertthemselver to prove that Mr. Barron 
killea Lbimself mav never be known, but such 
active and persistent etforts to prove the 
worst of a dead cilicial are rare in any coin- 
munity.’’
